Before Hitler come to power 
Adenauer was twice offered the 
Gorman Chancellorship, — but 
turned it down, In 1993 Hitler 
dismissed him from the mayor- 
ship.

EEL you need something to nibble with your 
mid-morning coffee? Then there’s nothing to 
beat what are breadly termed fermentation buns 
—Chelsea buns, teacakes and bun loaves. 


These buns are all gently 
spiced—with cliher mixed spice 
or cinnamon. They. can also be 
eaten cold, or tonsted and spread 
with butter. . 


In making them, .there ore 
two stages—the ferment, which 
fs the base, and the actual re- 
clpe to which the ferment Is 
added, The rectpe will obviously 
vary, depending on which bun 
you are making, but the ferment 
always remains constant, 


For the farment you need a 
two-pint enamel or earthenware 


‘basin, Into it pour 1 pint of milk’ 


at blood heat and then 1% oz 
of sugar, 4 oz of flour-and 1% 
of yeast, 


Cloth cover 


Whisk ingredients together 
until they ore blended, then: 
cover the basin with a cloth and 
leave it for 16 minutes in a 
warm place—about blo tem- 
Perature, too, z 


When you remove the cloth, 
‘ou will find that the contents 
ave risen almost to the top of 
the basin. It fs ot this stage that 
the-ferment is ready for use, 


For Chelsea buns make the 
ferment os I have described, and 
during . your 16-minute walt, 
weigh out, these {ngredienta:

Similac 
bewilderment —cxisted during 
the time of Plato In 372 BC, 
The reason owas obvious, 
Plato lived over two thousand 
years before the advent of 
the beluvloral sclenecs. It was 
Qt years after Socrates’ trial. 
and the Chinese sage, Men- 
clus, was just born. Plato re- 
meinvered lls teacher's 
words, “Know = thyself,"" and 
he naturally qttestioned all 
aquest is philosophically, But 
lo ask such questions today 
philosophically after he- 
havioral scientists have suc. 
ceeded to stady them seienti- 
fivally, one — decidedly Is 
ignorant of both the function 
of philusophy and sclence, Let 
us try to trace the genesis of 
mentality Ike Mr Chow's:
